imperative that f° remember that 
raw or partially cooked pork is dan- 
gerous—that pork and pork products 
always should be well cooked, 
“In the ‘year 1835, Sir James Paget, 
famous English surgeon, was doing 
a post-mortem when he noticed that 
numerous small lime and calcium- 
like swellings in the muscles were 
taking the edge off his knife. He 
took out some of these nodules and 
showed them to Robert Owen of the 
Royal College of Surgeons. * Owen 
broke open some and examined them 
through a microscope. He found that 
inside each shell-like nodule, not as 
big as a grain of wheat, was a small 
coiled ‘ug worm, hair-likd in sike and 
consisténce, He named the worn 
“Trichina Spiralis” which really 
means “little hair of a spiral shape.” 
Today, the medical fraternity call 
this parasite “Trichinella Spiralis” 
which means practically the same 
thing. It is known that “Trichinella 
Spiralis” is a very small worm which 
is a parasite of the pig, and which, 
when eaten alive by a human being 
(ag it may be when uncooked or 
partially cooked pork is eaten) be- 
comes a parasite of the human being 
and causes disagreeable. and often 
fatal illness known as trichinosis, 
The parasite is a small round worm 
The pig is the animal most common- 
ly infected, although rats and bears 
whch eat infected pork may also be- 
come infected. The young worm, or 
larva, is very small and bores 
through the wall of the pig’s bowel 
and gets into its muscles. In the 
muscles of the pig these small larvae 
surround themselves with a sac 
which after perhaps a year, becomes 
calcified and forms the hard small

World Of Wheat 


“OROP TESTING PLAN” 
1946 WHEAT RESULTS 
The “Crop Testing Plan” has com- 
pleted an analysis of several thous- 
and samples of farmers’ wheat hand- 
ed in for test as to trueness-to-var- 
iety, each sample ‘ representing” a 
field of wheat produced in 1046. 
The percentage of, samples which 
graded “A” this year was 52%, com- 
pared with 47% in 1945 and 390, in 
1944, The number of “B's”, which 
means that the crop was beginning 
to be somewhat impure this year, 
was 20%; compared, with 24% last 
year and 24% in 1944, The number |, 
of “C’s” and “Mixtures”—which are 
very bad—was 28% compared with 
29% last year and 37%, in 1044. 
It will be observed that there is 
once again an improvement in true- 


by the increage in “A’s” and the de- 
crease in “C’s” and “Mixtures”, As 
long, however, as 26% still grade 
“C’s” and “Mixtures”, there is cer- 
tainly room for improvement. 46% 
of the samples tested were of an 
entirely different variety from that 
which the farmer stated and thought 
he. was growing. 

All farmers, who had samples in 
for test, have been notified of the 
results, Those with “C’s” and “Mix- 
tures") have been advised to purchase 
better seed, Registered or Certified if 
possible.

arrange for a Provincial salary 
schedule. The personnel of the com- 
mittee was to comprise two repre- 
sentatives from each of the A.S.T.A, 
and the A.T.A and a chairman to be 
appointed by the Government, This 
request was granted and great hopes 
were expected of the outcome. Ima- 
gine our surprise and disappoint- 
ment when we were told, prior to the 
first sitting of the committee, that 
the Government would take no res- 
ponsibility. on any recommendations 
made, We had anticipated that a 
salary schedule would be recommend- 
ed acceptable to both teachers and 
trustees, and that the Government 
would recognize the necessity of 


In keeping with the times of rais- 
ing prices. a. tonsorial operation 
(hair-cut to. most folks) now costs 


paying a higher percentage of the/: 


costs. We do not accept the &state- 
ment that the money is not in the 
Province, for the expenditures for 
two luxuries alone is some $40,000- 
000,00, that of liquor and tobacco, It 
might be noted in passing that the 
Government revenue from liquor 
alone is some $8,000,000,00 which is 
more than twice as much as_ they 
expend for Education. 

When the larger scnool divisions 
were first established in Alberta the 
rural districts were the only ones in- 
cluded although arrangements were 
made for the urban districts to join 
by agreement, With the development 
of more high schools being establish- 
ed in the urban centres and other 
reasons, we find that no less than 81 
towns, villages and consolidated dis- 
tricts have come into the divisions. 
And the tendency, no doubt, will be 
for many others to follow suit. The 
Divisional Section, therefore, of ou” 
Convention instead of being entirely 
rural is representative. of all - shades 
of school opinion, except the cities, 
and with them the divisions have 
much in common, It is a question 
therefore whether we should conduct 
most of our business from a central 
gonvention rather than divide dele- 
gates among various subsections, At 
a future date we might also need to 
cohsider changing representation on 
our Executive. 

During August two very imyort- 
ant Dominion-wide Conventions were 
held in Edmonton; those of the Can- 
adian School Trustees Association 
and the Canadian and Newfundland 
Educational Association, The former 
is more closely related to our orgau- 
ization. Without going into detail, 1 
might say we had excellent address- 
es and discussions on the following 
subjects; Composite High Schools, 
Capital Financing of Plant and 
Equipment, the place of the school 
trustee in the educational system, 
Basic Considerations in the Selection 
and Training of Teachers, Nutrition 
and School Health. 

In addition to these discussions a 
report was given on the educational 
activities of, each Province, Your 
President was elected as one of the 
vice-presidents of the C.S.T.A. and 
their representative on the National 
Advisory Council on School Broai- 
casting. 

The other Convention was repre- 
sentative largely of the Departments 
of Education from each of the Pro- 
vinces of Canada and of Newfund- 
land, Three very worthwhile days 
were passed in an exchange of views, 
of reports of what had been done, 
and of plans for the future. It was an 
outstanding convention with a vast 
amount of trained ability in attend« 
ance, Both conventions should do a 
great deal to break down provincial- 
ism in Canada, and help to build a 
united nation. To this end both des- 
erve our support. 

Of later years I am most happy to 
say a very good understanding has 
developed between our organization 
and that of the A.T.A. Both organ- 
izations supported the Educational 
Conference, and a joint Legslative 
Committee has been appointed. 

This report would not be complete 
without expressing my appreciation 
of the co-operative help always given 
me by the Executive. My thanks are 
also due to our active and willing 
Secretary, A. G. Andrews. ‘ 

This Convention is another step- 
ping-stone in our work of Education- 
al Administration. The future lies 
with the children of today. Let us not 
be charged in the years to come, that 
we failed in our duty to them.
